Three 
struct cars, coupled Into one train and 
In 'charge of a motormun having only 
a few months' experience, carried their 
load of living freight on the tracks of 
the Chicago Great Western Railway 
and were crushed and crumbled be- 
fore'a fast-moving passenger train. The 
motonhan, Michael Ryan, proved the 
hero of the catastrophe, for in spite 
of*hls alleged Inexperience he stuck 
to his post, valr.ly trying to stem the 
coming disaster, and his life-may be 
the forfeit. 


Six Men Arrested. 


Following the collision the crew of 


the passenger train and the conductors 
on tho street cars were arrested. 


After Inspector John Wheeler had 


Investigated the disaster and Us cause 
he reported tho result and his con- 
clusions to Justice Max Ehcrjuirdt, and 
tho Justice flxed the bonds of tho 
street railway employes at $10.000 and 
of tho train crew at 55,000 each. Tho 
train crew secured bonds, but the 
street railway men failed to do so. 


Inspector Wheeler said that If any 


blame existed it would be attached to 
the" conductor of the motor car, who 
failed to go In advance 
to 
signal 


whether the track was clear. 


Conductor Karr of the Great West- 


ern train said: 


"Moran could not run ahead of his 


car because the cars were not stopped. 
For the three- cars there was only.the 
one hand" brake, which waif on the mo- 
tor car/and, us there IH a slight down- 
grade, approaching the crossing, the 
hand brake was not sufficient.'" 


Brakes Prove UnavVllng. 


Three cars fllled with people going 


to the Hawthorne races were running

feet, and men and women were thrown 
to the street or under the broken' tim- 
bers and twisted Iron.

Finds Hli Mother Dead. 


C. H. Rnutman, a son of M*s. Fran-

This 
did not prove a 'great success becauso 
U used to cut or rip tho cover'of the 
tall, and so the league ruled It out. 
ilclltimilclo. by the way. was the first 
man to use one of the big milts now 
used by every catcher. 


The-most unique thing Invented In 


recont years Is a device Intended for 
pitchers to use during the winter and 
ut other times when not actively en- 
gaged lu the game. It is a wooden 
baseball that has been sawed In two. 
A. strong spiral spring holds two of the 
ends together within a iiuarter of nn 
Inch of each other. The other two 
end* are an Inch apart, and n hit of 
•leather keeps these ends from flying 
.wider apart. 
• By grasping tho ball In the hand and 
crusting a pressure on it the ball may 
In- made to close tip. Th'e moment tho 
pressure Is released It Hies open again 
to its regular designed shape. The ob- 
ject of the Inventor Is to give pitcher* 
11 ball that may !>«• used to strengthen 
tin- muscles of the lingers, hand and

This dovlei; win patented this year 


by a bull player iiiumil Ayd.-lott. who 
halls from Marlon, Ind. A.vdelott liu;; 
used this bull for some-years, and lie 
was always In prime condition to go In 
p.nd pitch without any regular practice. 
He has had no "sore" or "glass" nrm 
and never has had to bother to limber 
up before n game. Ills record In pitch- 
ing games against strung nines shows 
that the ball has been of great benefit, 
to him. lie lias an exceptionally large 
number of strike outs to his credit, 
und when playing against teams com- 
posed of this best talent In the state of 
Indiana he has shut them out repeat- 
edly. In two seasons IK; has lost but 
one game In which lie pitched. 


This Is not the only device of recent 


years that Ims been Invented to aid 
pitchers. A year ago U. II. I.ul;e of 
Wushlngton, an enthusiastic "fan," 
patented u machine to LL> used in prac- 
tice games that would do the work of 
any pitcher. It was nothing less than 
n pneumatic gun that can shoot any 
kind of u curve at moderate speed. 


It looks somewhat like a telescope 


mounted on n frame ami contains a 
tube thirty-six Inches long, its diame- 
ter slightly larger than a baseball. The 
rear end is fitted with a breech cap, 
and by this meaim any desired curve 
may be produced nt the will of the op- 
erator. It Is u very Ingenious machine-, 
mil the Inventor hopes to get the base- 
liall men Interested in It., so that clubs 
may adopt It for giving the batters 
[iructlce and saving the pitchers. 


So while Homo men have been revolt'- 


ing schcmci; In their heads to aid the 
dtcber and make him us near Invinci- 
ble'as possible others have been strlv- 
ng unconsciously to develop Ideas that 
will make the batter stronger and bet- 
ter. In this gauie of Heesnw the latter 
•ii'em :•< have tile advantage, but how 
long it will be held Is n question. 


A new or rather an Improved catch-

Acenrdlng to the theory 
of the Inventor, Kmlle Klnst, when tlm 
ball was struck by a certain portion of 
the bat. In addition to the regular 
flight produced by the blow, the ball 
would receive n rotary motion more or 
less violent. The result was supposed 
to be a ball not only dllllcult to liuiullu 
by th» fielder If It were to come 
straight at him, but also hard to hold 
If It were n Hy and he got under It, lie- 
cause of the spinning produced by the 
bat.
